COMMUNISTIC ACTIVITY 


Major M. C. Crawford, United 
States reserve officer, told mem- 
bers of the Civitan Club in Chatta- 
nooga Friday afternoon that it 
should take an active part in 
breaking up and destroying Red 
propaganda. He told how the 
movement had spread in certain 
sections of the north where Red 
posters had been distributed in 
schools by paid propagandists, 
particularly in Michigan, where he 
states they found a simple way of 
stopping such movements by des- 
troying their headquarters, print- 
ing presses, etc. He further warn- 
ed that the Reds did not confine 
their activities to the schools and 
colleges, but had sent their pro- 
paganda into the U. S. regular ar- 
my. Representative Beck of Ar- 
kansas has also charged that the 
Commonwealth College of Mena, 
Ark., not only teaches communism 
and radicalism but fosters it. The 
above mentioned college is under 
fire for its opposition to American 
ideals. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Dilling, wife of a 
prominent attorney and consulting 
engineer of Chicago, writing in 
her book in the “Red Network” 
states there are 460 radical organi- 
zations in this country. Denis Car- 
dinal Dougherty and Bishop Ger- 
ald P. O’Hara accompanied by 
United States Representatve 
Clare G. Fenerty while addressing 
15,000 Catholics assembled in 
Philadelphia charged that “Red 
Russia is behind all the persecu- 
tion in Mexico.” Cardinal Dough- 
erty declared that the southern 
borders are confronted with ‘con- 
flagration which sooner or later 
will spread into the United States 
unless adequate measures be tak- 
en to safeguard ourseives against 
communism and its agents” who 
“boast that within five years they 
will have cleaned up the mess of 
religion in Mexico and that then 
they will pass into the United 
States to continue their work.” He 
further charged that the Russian 
government had spent $18,000,000 
in its Mexican propaganda, and 
that the “Mexican government is 
trying to throw dust into the eyes 
of the fair-minded men and wom- 
en by telling them there’s no relig- 
ious persecution in Mexico.” The 
Cardinal states that conditions are 
as bad if not worse in Mexico than 
in Russia and that as soon as stu- 
dents arrive at the government 
schools in Mexico they are 
obliged to greet their teachers with 
this salute, “There is no God, the 
existence of God is a myth,” and 
the teacher is obliged to respond 
by saying, “No, children, there is 
no God, and there never will be a 
God.” The widespread troubles

GOD AND CROP CONTROL 


The report from Washington ‘ 


under date of Feb. 24th states that 
crops in 1934 were the smallest 
since 1880. For the first time on 
record wheat was imported from 
France in 1934; total wheat im- 
ports from all countries during the 
latter half of 1934 reached the 
amount of 1,231,000 bushels. Nor- 
mally the United States exported 
175,000,000 bushels of wheat. 
Since July 1, 1934 imports of coi- 
tonseed cake totaled 34,728,580 
pounds compared with 4,174,775 
pounds during the preceding five 
years. Cottonseed meal imported 
during the same period amounted 
to 3,780,864 pounds as compare‘ 
to 5,289,392 pounds during the 
preceding five years. During 1929- 
1934 cottonseed oil imported was 
193,843 gallons compared with on- 
ly 25 gallons during the preceding 
five years. Normally the United 
States exported 10,000,000 bushels 
of shelled corn. Last year none 
was available for export, instead, 
American users imported 178,650,- 
822 pounds of shelled corn from 
Mexico, Argentina and Manchuria. 
It was found necessary since July 
1. 1934 that manufacturers also 
imported 27,171 bales and 35,620 
pounds of broom corn as compar- 
ed with 407 during the entire five 
years before. Grain sorghum im- 
ports reached an amount of 1,747,- 
516 pounds during the period since 
July 1st compared with 550,349 
pounds shipped in during five pre- 
vious years. During the latter 
half of 1934, 35,622,000 pounds of 
coconut oileake was imported as 
compared with 10,632,000 pounds 
in 1933 and 9,716,000 pounds in 
1932. Similar relationships were 
noted in rice, flour, and meal. im- 
ports having totaled 17,552,000 
pounds during the same period 
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compared with 1,639,000 Ibs., in 
1933. Rye imports during 1934 
were 11,949,000 bushels compared 
with 2,000 bushels in 1933. Oat 
imports were 2,729,000 bushels 
during the last half of 1934 as 
compared with 15,000 bushels in 
1933. Barley imports for the last 
six months of 1934 were 4,695,090 
bushels compared with 1000 bush- 
els during all of 1933. 


This is the result of seeking to 
curtail crops and making no al- 
lowance to the fact that over sea- 
sons we have no control, and that 
there is a divine hand capable of 
superseding man’s jurisprudence. 
It has not been long since millions 
of bushels of wheat were dumped 
into the ocean to raise prices. Bet- 
ter it had been for American far- 
mers who have sown or planted 
wheat and products to be sold at 
lower prices than that American 
consumers might be forced to pur- 
chase products imported from for- 
eign markets for which they paid 
higher prices. Men who rule but 
make no allowances for divine 
hand and who do not solicit His 
assistance may ofttimes be con- 
fronted with adverse  circum- 
stances in their plans to rule the 
world over which God’s right is 
sovereign.

Predestination, (What? 


E. C. CLARK, Editor 


Rom 28:30 


Introduction 

That this scripture is complicat- 
ed is certain, but that it will yield 
to a lucid analysis is equally cer- 
tain. It has been called the creed 
of the Calvins and the puzzle of 
the Armenians. There has much 
cavil arisen from time to time con- 
cerning what is or is not the truth 


of this text, however, both its the- 
ological and etymological settings 


originate and depend entirely 
upon three words; namely, first, 
purpose; second, foreknowledge; 


third, predestination or predeter- 
mination of God. 


Text, “And we know that all 
things work together for good to 
them that love God, to them who 











‘ the world. 1 Peter 1:19, 20; 
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are the called according to his 
purpose.” Rom. 8:28. 
Purpose 

Our English word “purpose” is 
translated from the Greek word 
“prothesis” but primarily from 
“protitheemi.” The word itself is 
formed from “pro” meaning ™ 
front, in advance of or before: 
and from “titheemi,” to set, or to 
place; so that the entire meaning 
of the word ‘“protitheemi” here 
translated “purpose” means to 
place, or to set before. Things re- 
ferred to as here “set or placed” 
were the creation of mankind 
mentioned in V. 28. The object or 
personage before which they were 
placed was God. The prominent 
idea is, that the creation before it 
was formed in its spiritual stage, 
was “placed or set” out before Je- 
hovah or God in mental vision, 
destined to be redeemed from the 
material state in the event there 
was a fall. Therefore, all that 
has ever entered into the creation 
itself both as to the fall and _ re- 
demption of the creation, actually 
appeared or stood before Him so 
that He knew exactly what would 
happen. For that reason and that 
alone there entered into the con- 
struction of the creation itself and 
incident to its redemption, the fact 
that Jesus Chirst was to be the 
firstborn among many brethren; 
and the firstborn of that creation 
itself who ever since stood asa 
Lamb slain from the foundation of 
Rev. 
13:8. 

When this view is taken and 
properly understood all incongrui- 
ties surrounding this beautiful 
text are eliminated. The creation 
as originally purposed or set be- 
fore God was not to be material 
but spiritual creation as is_ evi- 
denced by the fact that Jesus 
Christ was the firstborn, the pat- 
tern, the waymark, and whose 
personage or image as well as 
spiritual make-up we are designed 
to be like, John 3:2. 

The Fall 


The fall of man, though seen of 
God when the creation was plan- 
ned, as is evidenced by the fact 
that He prepared a Redeemer for 
that creation from the time of His 
purpose and planning, was caused 
not by any weakness in the Crea- 
tor Himself but by a manifesta- 
tion of the will of the creature 
crossing that of the Creator. It 
was the “I will” of Lucifer men- 
tioned in Isa. 14 as it is the “I will” 
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of the creature today, that throws 
itself out of harmony with God’s 
purpose or original setting, that 
brought the fall upon that part of 
the creation that has been affect- 
ed by it. There has been no de- 
parture in the manner of God’s 
working or dealing with the crea- 
tion from that originally contaiu- 
ed in His purpose or when the cre- 
ation first appeared or was set out 
before Him in His eternal ar- 
rangement. Therefore, we read in 
Eph. 1:11 that, “We have obtained 
our inheritance, being  predesti- 
nated according to the purpose of 
him who worketh all things after 
the counsel of his own will.” It is 
readily observed here that our in- 
heritance was also a part of the 
“purpose” of God; i. e., our inher- 
itance was as much a part of the 
creation and actually was placed 
or set before Him at the time of 
the eternal planning, as it is the 
fact that the creation itself actual- 
ly appeared before Him. This “pur- 
pose” we learn from Eph. 3:11 
was an eternal one and was pur- 
posed or placed and set from the 
time of the founding of the crea- 
tion itself in Christ Jesus ow 
Lord. 


Another beautiful and promi- 
nent thought of the “protithesis” 
of God placing or setting the crea- 
tion out before Him in its spiritual] 
state before it’was actually creat- 
ed, is the exact comparison of an 
architect or designer when he 
draws the plan or blue print of any 
construction before it is actuallv 
begun. All the substructure, the 
superstructure, its coverings, its 
design, its inner furnishings, 
as well as its outer, enter 
into and form a part of the 
plan or design of that architect. 


In the creation and redemption of. 


the human race we find exactly 
the same conditions have origi- 
nated and entered into the mind 
of God, the great Architect of the 
universe. The substructure of the 


redeemed creation is Christ. The 
creation redeemed from the fall 
forms the superstructure of the 


building or house of God. 1 Cor. 3: 
9; Eph. 2:20-22. The inside and 
outer furnishings of the entire 
building itself likewise refer to the 
spiritual or inner man and_ the 
outer man all redeemed, perfected 
and rendered heavenly and _spiri- 
tual by being clothed upon’ with 
our house which is from ‘heaven, 
1 Cor. 15:47-49; 2 Cor. 5:1-4; thru 
the purpose of Him who hath plac- 
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ed or set all things before Him in 
its eternal state, Eph. 3:11. 

I am of the opinion that if I 
should say nothing more that ev- 
ery person who holds to any doc- 
trines of predestination would be 
entirely in accord with my _ opin- 
ions as here presented. However, 
that there was a fall and that re- 
demption must necessarily play 
its part as was planned in the 
“protithesis” or purpose of God, 
we must proceed with other 
phases of the scripture relating to 
this subject. By observing the lat- 
ter clause of verse 28 it will be 
found that as a part of this “pro- 
tithesis” or purpose of God, tuere 
was a calling actually in éxistence 
in the mind of God which was 
coincident with and as a part of 
that purpose itself. The whole 
verse reads, “And we know that 
all things work together for good 
to them that love God, to them 
who are the called according to 
His purpose. “Therefore, when 
the creation first appeared in men- 
tal vision before Almighty God 
there was a calling. The question 
naturally rises, What does, or did 
this calling mean? The answer is, 
It was the provision of God for 
and at the same time of the crea- 
tion that if there be a fall, they 
might have a chance to repent and 
return unto Him thru the calling 
of the gospel. The Greek word 
here used is “klatos,” primarily 
from “kaleo,” meaning to call, to 
call to, to summon, to invite, etc. 
This calling is a demand made by 
God the Creator that the creation 
itself shall comply with His own 
purpose, and because God hath 
determined the times before ap- 
pointed and the bounds of their 
habitation, He now commandeth 
all men everywhere to repent be- 
cause He hath appointed a day in 
the which He will judge the world 
in righteousness by that man 
whom he hath ordained, Acts 17: 
26, 31. 

Question 

Again the question naturally 
arises, Who or what class or per- 
sons are embraced or included in 
this calling? Was it a special or 
certain class of people or did it ap- 
ply to all? We answer, If God be 
impartial, if God be just, if the pro- 
vision or remedy of redemption be 
ample, it must be as broad as the 
fall itself; i. e., it must include or 
provide a chance that every crea- 
ture might be saved, therefore, in 
Rom. 9:24 we have it, “Even us 
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whom he hath called, not of the 
Jews only but also of the Gen- 
tiles.” In Rom. 3:29 the question is 
asked, Is he the God of the Jews 
only? Is he not also of the Gen- 
tiles? The answer is, Yes, of the 
Gentiles also. With this view Rom. 
5:15-19 is entirely in accord. The 
entire reading is as follows: “But 
not as the offence, so also is the 
free gift. For if through the of- 
fence of one many be dead, much 
more the grace of God, and the 
gift by grace, which is by one 
man, Jesus Christ, hath abounded 
unto many. And not as it was by 
one that sinned, so is the gift: for 
the judgment was by one to con- 
demnation, but the free gift is of 
many offences unto justification. 
For if by one man’s offence death 
reigned by one; much more they 
which receive abundance of grace 
and of the gift of righteousness 
shall reign in life by one, Jesus 
Christ. Therefore as by the of- 
fence of one judgment came upon 
all men to condemnation; even so 
by the righteousness of one the 
free gift came upon all men unto 
justification of life. For as by one 
man’s disobedience many were 
made sinners, so by the obedience 
of one shall many be made right- 
eous.” This is “The gospel of your 
salvation,” Eph. 1:13 


In the light of the foregoing 
scriptures there is nothing to gov- 
ern or control the election of God 
or the selection of who shall or 
shall not be saved but the conduct 
and action of the creature itself as 
we will proceed to show in the 
continuation of these articles. All 
scriptures pertaining to this bless- 
ed and beautiful plan are impreg- 
nated with the thought of obed- 
ience to the will and purpose of 
God. In V. 28 those who are the 
called according to His purpose 
are the same as those in the first 
paragraph who are quoted as 
“them that love God.” 


Before we enter upon discussion 
of the foreknowledge of God as 
well as predestination, we must 
concede that the calling of this 
creation existed along with the 
“protithesis” or purpose of Goa. 
If you insist that it refers specifi- 
cally to the high calling or inheri- 
tance of creation, I must equally 
insist that there can be no call nor 
invitation given to an individual or 
people who are not themselves at 
the time of that calling or invita- 
tion situated in some displeasing

circumstance or unfavorable con- 
dition contrary to the will of Him 
who extends that calling unto cre- 
ation. If this be true, as all _ evi- 
dence points that such is the fact 
in the case, then the free moral 
agency of man is brought into 
play. He may, by an act of obed- 
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ience, obey that call or invitation 
or he may by an act of disobed- 
ience reject that call or invitation 
and choose his own way and the 
exercise of his own will concern- 
ing his conduct which is the factor 
that governs his destiny.

Almost twenty centuries ago 
the Lord Jesus came into the 
world to save that which was lost. 
In making preparations to find 
material with which to lay the 
foundation of a spiritual empire in 
its phenomenon, He, Christ, look- 
ed over the then known world for 
this much needed help.

In due 
time a test will come to all Chris- 
tians, and the safest way to over- 
come this test is to pray, pray, and 
then pray. Peter boasted that he 
would never forsake the Master 
who called him into power. And 
Jesus said, “Verily I say unto thee, 
that this day, even in this night, 
before the cock crow twice, thou 
Shalt deny me thrice.” So it hap- 
pened that Peter fell from grace 
because he had failed in a crucial 
hour and would rather save his 
life than lose it. Time passed and 
this noble, hated man wept bitter- 
ly. The world will never know 
what he suffered after the denial 
of Christ. Let us watch as well as 
pray. The day in which we live is 
overcharged with every imagina- 
ble evil. 


It is said that a good and pro- 
gressive man cannot be kept in the 
background. If this is true, Peter 
is one of the immortals. John 21: 
17 says, “Lord, thou knowest all 
things, thou knowest that I love 
thee.”

“Therefore I say unto you, What 
things soever you desire, when ye 
pray, believe that ye receive them 
and, ye shall have them,” Mark 
11:24. 

The above text yields to a simple 
analysis, concerning the elements 
that govern its appliance; which 
are as follows: 1. Desire. 2. Prayer. 
3. Faith. 4. Ye have. Oftentimes 
our unborn desires lie suppressed 
within our own bosoms because 
we do not take advantage of the 
unboundless possibilities of pray- 
er. Desire is the first law of ac- 
tion to bring into possession some- 
thing that we do not _ possess. 
Prayer is the channel through 
which our desires are rendered 
communicable unto God, with 
whom “all things are _ possible.” 
God’s possibility appropriates a 
supply for things desired. Prayer 
is the essential beginning on the 
part of the petitioner to bring 
about the desires of his own 
heart. From desire is born action 
of prayer. From prayer and _ with 
prayer is intimately associated 
faith, not only that our desire is 
obtainable, but that it shall be ob- 
tained. When desire, prayer and 
faith all agree and stand together 
before God, presenting in the 
name of Jesus the petition or the 
desire of the creature or petition- 
er, the manner of petition becomes 
undeniable on God’s part. For 
said He, “If two of you shall agree 
on earth as touching anything 
that they shall ask, it shall be 
done for them of my Father which 
is in heaven,” Matt. 18:19. 


Prayer agrees with desire, that 
“ve shall have.” Faith encourages 
both desire and prayer, saying 
“Believe and ye shall have.” When 
such desire and action has become 
strong enough to stand on the 
promise of God who has said, ‘‘All 
things are possible unto him that 
believeth,” Mark 9:23, it 1s then 
that “ye have whatsoever things 
ye desire.” Desire is the ground 
from which springs the possibility 
of obtaining great things from 
God. The reason why our answers 
are so small is because our desires 
are in like manner small. It is al- 
most unbelievable that the omni- 
potency of God is subjected and 
coupled with the desire of the 
creature. Our poverty and inabil- 
ity is through the agencies of de- 


sire, prayer and faith; coupled 
with the unlimited resources of 
Almighty God. 


An Unused and Often Despised 
Ministry 

Every minister or layman will 
readily agree that prayer is a most 
essential thing coupled with all 
other ministeries, and upon which 
all others depend for their func- 
tion, I am sure. However, with 
this knowledge at hand there is 
almost universal neglect as to the 
benefits, possibilities and neea for 
prayer. Just why this 1s actually 
true I am not altogether able to 
answer, however, I am of the opin- 
ion that it is because of the humil- 
iation that is coupled with true 
and inspired prayer. When we en- 
gage ourselves to approach unto 
the Divine, all that is within us 
that is human or genders to serve 
or favor the flesh is pushed back 
and resisted of God. Therefore cru- 
cifixion is vitally necessary if we 
are to be able to approach unhin- 
dered toward the throne of grace. 
It is, I presume, because of such 
humiliation that is demanded on 
our part, and no less a crucifixion 
of the fleshly principle that is 
within us, that has caused the 
MINISTRY OF PRAYER to be so 
constantly neglected. Many minis- 
ters refuse to be bound to the un- 
limited resources of God through 
prayer, because the price of their 
humiliation and making them- 
selves fit to powerfully engage the 
divine attention is oftentimes 
judged too much to pay. The 
crosses that hinder churches, the 
shallowness that hinders individ- 
ual lives and renders both the 
church and individual unfruitful; 
could be moved out of the way 
through prayer and faith. Many 
times we are rushed by the ene- 
my, and sometimes forced to leave 
our church or fields of labor be- 
cause we do not engage ourselves 
in the needed prayer. 

Its Many Witnesses 

From the earliest times there 
comes down unto us a long list of 
heroes and heroines who have 
braved the storms of life, bridged 
the chasm of Satanic depravity 
and dominion through prayer. One 
outstanding character that has in- 
spired all men who have learned 
to appreciate the ministry of pray- 
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er, was Daniel the Hebrew cap- 
tive. The true value of prayer may 
in some sense be estimated pv) the 
fact, that even under senuence of 
death he chose to pray unto Jeho- 
vah God. Death had no terrors 
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that prayer would not and could 
not vanish. Through it the savage 
lions were tamed and made frie..d- 
ly and harmless. The ravage of 
the scorching fires were also al- 
layed through prayer.

Dan. 12:10, “Many shall be puri- 
fied and made white, and tried;

It seems that the world is 
in great confusion and many re-

Of the European situation, we 
read: 

“The war that was fought to 
make safe for democracy has re- 
sulted in dictatorships enforced by 
firing squads. Freedom of speech 
has been reduced to an _ ironical 
mockery. Parliaments have been 
turned into side shows. The old 
principle of the balance of power 
which has resulted in so many 
wars has been firmly restored by 
this new tribe of self-appointed 
kings. 

“The year saw Hitler grow in 
arrogance and power, the German 
people merely shivering with hor- 
ror as he led out his critics to the 
firing squad. Stalin in Russia or- 
dered wholesale slaughters when 
differences of opinion arose among 
the Russians. Senseless and 
bloody revolutions in Cuba; the 
priests of the Catholic Church ex- 
pelled from Mexico. King Alexan- 
der of Jugo-Slavia assassinated as 
the result of a bewilderingly com- 
plex feud in the Balkans; Hunga- 
ry and Jugo-Slavia sharpening 
their sabers; Il Duce sending miii- 
tary expeditions into North Africa, 
challenging the sway of native 
rulers; bloody revolutions in 
Spain. The French government 
falling; staggering to its feet and 
falling again; France and Russia 
whispering of an alliance against 
Hitler. 

“Japan boldly challenging the 
naval power of England and_ the 
United States and flatly .refusing 
to continue the 5-5-3 naval ration 
as between the three powers.... 
hissing defiance at Russia across 
the Siberian border. 

“China swept by Communism, 
struggling to hold her place in the 
world—troops moving 


into the 
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Saar region .... millions of troops 
under arms in all countries.”—Los 
Angeles Times. 


Here’s What Liquor is Doing For 


Us! 
“There is a crying for wine in 
the streets....In the city is left 


desolation and the gate is smitten 
with destruction.” (Isa. 24:11, 12.) 

Those who took advantage of 
the depression to propagandize for 
the return of liquor under the plea 
that it would solve our economic 
problems in large measure, will 
reap a harvest of woe according to 
all present indications. 

In pre-prohibition days there 
were 177,000 saloons. At the end 
of the fiscal year, June 30, 1934, 
the government had issued 437,- 
704 tax receipts to retail liquor- 
selling establishments, 207,232 of 
these were for hard liquor and the 
remainder for beer—two aud one- 
half times the number of saloons. 

What has this done for us in the 

way of tax reductions? The taxes 
of the country jumped from $1,- 
629,000,000 to $2,672,000,000 in 
the year. The Treasury faces the 
largest peace-time deficit of his- 
tory. 
_ What is it costing us to gather 
In and feed the “drunks” and to 
take care of the maimed and the 
dead as a result of intoxicated 
drivers? 

Here are the gains in arrests in 
a few cities, comparing 1933 to 
1934: New York, 55.5 per cent in- 
crease; Portland, Ore., 116.8 pey 
cent; Los Angeles, 95.5 per cent; 
Denver, 116.6 per cent; Coates- 
ville, Pa., 1100 per cent; Worches- 
ter, Mass., 54 per cent; Detroit, 
Mich., 164 per cent; Philadelphia 
(at Christmas time,) 912 per cent. 

Automobile accidents greatly in- 
creased. The greatest increase of 
automobile accident deaths in 
1934 was in the group between 5 
and 14 years of age. We are 
slaughtering our children that men 
may drink. 

Municipal Judge Edward § §&. 
Scheffler sitting in Chicago’s Saf- 
ety Court a few months ago was 
confronted with more than 200 
motor accident cases, the major- 
ity consisting of reckless driving, 
speeding, and driving while intox: 
icated. He deciared: ‘If this keeps 
up we will have Prohibition back 
in two years. People will not toler- 
ate drunken drivers killing pedes- 
trians on our streets.”

THE NORTHWEST BIBLE AND 
MUSIC ACADEMY

The Northwest Bible and Music 
Academy is no longer a dreamer’s 
air castle, but a real institution of 
learning—not a proposed project 
as yet untried, for its first term, a 
very successful one, has become 
history. The accomplishments of 
this very brief first term predict 
great things for us in this new 
field of endeavor. 

At the General Assembly last 
October it was decided that there 
should be a Bible School in the 
Northwest territory. With only a 
few short months to plan, adver- 
tise and prepare, we did our best 
through the printed page of the 
Evangel and the Informer to ad- 
vise the splendid young people of 
the Northwest of their new and 
blessed opportunity. With such a 
short time for arrangements we 
only expected a maximum enroll- 
ment of fifty, and would not have 
been disappointed with a minimum 
of thirty-five. A happy surprise 
met us, however, on the opening 
day when we counted fifty-one 
students ready for work. On the 
second day there was a substan- 
tial increase which ran the total 
near the seventy mark, and at 
about the middle of the term we 
reached the high mark of seventy- 
five, in all departments. Of that 
number twelve are music students 


only. 


Nine of our students have tra- 
veled the distance of 700 miles to 
be in this school, having come 
from the Province of Saskatche- 
wan, Canada. Also we have repre- 
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sentatives from four states, Mon- 
tana, North Dakota, South Dako- 
ta, and Minnesota. 

We do not boast in numbers 
alone, for no one has even seen a 
more studious body of sincere 
Christian workers. They are eager 
to learn and return to their var- 
ious fields of labor equipped to 
better serve their King, and to in- 
telligently represent Him to a 
needy world. 

The morning classes have been 
devoted to the study of music with 
a thirty minutes’ public speaking 
class. Brother Owel Denson has 
been at the head of all music in- 
struction, Brother Charles _ Grif- 
fard, the voice teacher, and Sister 
Griffard taught piano and public 
speaking. The afternoons have 
been occupied in Bible study. We 
have endeavored to study the 
Scriptures in a systematic man- 
ner, and feel that we have accom- 
plished something worth while in 
these classes. During the _ six 
weeks we have covered Paul’s 
Missionary Journeys, The Book of 
Revelation, and have had classes 
in Church doctrine daily. These 
studies have been more profitable 
than we are able to express, and 
the Lord has approved them by 
His own presence. On several oc- 
casions we have wept, rejoiced 
and praised the Lord together. 

The majority of our students 
were saved when they came to 
school, but the Lord has wonder- 
fully saved some of the others, and 
we trust that through the good 
fellowship of these Christian stu- 
dents, and the holy atmosphere of 
the school, the few remaining 
others may be converted soon. 

Some of the brethren were won- 
dering how we would finance a 
school out here without some aid 
from other sources, but we are 
pleased to report that all expenses 
have been paid, all teachers amply 
remunerated for their services and 
a substantial balance remains on 
hand to be used in erection of per- 
manent buildings. 

On Tuesday evening, Feb. 12, 
the class of 1935 presented a sac- 
red concert, consisting of a chor- 
us of about sixty voices, anthems 
by the choir, rhythmic singing, 
trio and quartet selections, vocal 
solos and music by the orchestra. 

We glorify God for what He has 
wrought among us in providing 
this school in reach of the good 
people of the Northwest, and for 
what has been achieved in this the 
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opening term. We are looking for- 
ward to a greater term beginning 
next fall, and are making plans 
and accommodations for 200 at 
that time. 

As you read and thank God for 
what He has done, also breathe a 
prayer for us as we work in this 
blessed cause.

Dear Evangel Readers: 


I wish to add a few remarks to 
the testimonies of the students 
that have been sent in from the 
Northwest Bible and Music Acad- 
emy. I wish to speak the senti- 
ment of the many students who 
attended this school and have not 
written their testimony. After hav- 
ing attended the school some few 
days and seeing and feeling the 
fellowship and the presence of the 
Lord in our midst, I feel all would 
like to attend the term of school 
this coming winter. 

Now for a few personal remarks 
about the closing of school. The 
faculty arranged a two-hour pro- 
gram which was rendered the last 
night in the Armory at Lemmon. 
This large auditorium was packed 
to its utmost capacity, a record: 
breaking crowd. Standing room 
was taken, hallways were packed, 
and scores were turned away. Tru- 
ly this was a_ great gathering.

We have not definitely decided 
as yet regarding plans for this 
coming winter but things seem to 
shape themselves in such a man- 
ner as to give us high hopes, so by 
this you may rest assured that 
greater things are ahead of us if 
Jesus tarries. Our ministry is 
working together, as well as the 
membership, to build a school in 
the great Northwest that will be 
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a monument for righteousness. 
We trust to have a building soon 
that will accommodate 350  stu- 
dents; a building with class rooms, 
studios, dining hall, kitchen, audi- 
torium, and dormitory. We are 
looking to the Lord for adequate 
accommodations and believe that 
our faith will soon be lost in sight.

Experimental Psychology at Yale 
University, says that “even small 
alcohol doses....(39 cc. abs. ale. 
in 2 75 per cent. weight beer) .... 
positively and unambiguously.... 
reveal effects” of a kind “to inter- 
fere with industrial efficiency or 
prove a menace to person and pro- 
perty.” Referring directly to traf- 
fic problems, Dr. Miles adds: “In 
25 to 40 per cent of cases where 
drivers’ licenses are suspended or 
revoked it is on the charge of in- 
toxication, and to alcchol is di- 
rectly attributed 7 to 10 per cent 
of all fatal highway accidents.... 
The omnipresent motor car is un- 
fortunately a mechanism through 
which the alcoholized brain and 
nerve centers of an even slightly 
intoxicated driver may function in 
a manner the more dangerous be- 
cause it often passes unrecogniz- 
ed.” 


Charles McCoy, head of the au- 
tomobile manslaughter ,division of 
the Cleveland, Ohio, Police De- 
partment, points to the fact that 
an increase in traffic deaths—43 
per cent gain, in six months—had 
arrived simultaneously with re- 
peal, and blamed the increase of 
fatal and serious accidents on 
drunken automobile drivers. 

Figures released, June 26, in an 
official police traffic survey of the 
city of Detroit, where traffic acci- 
dents attributed to liquor are 
shown to have increased 164 per 
cent since repeal came, show that 
in five months in that city there 
has been one motor crash for ev- 
ery 100 of the population. 

Official figures of the Police 
and Traffic Departments of Wash- 
ington, D. C., made public July 10, 
show that the increase in arrests 
for drunkenness—48 per cent in 
the opening months of 1934— 
paralle] the 57 per cent increase in 
traffic accidents in which liquor 
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increase in arrests for driving 
while intoxicated.—Prophecy.
